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INTRAVENOUS MEDICATION VETERINARY PRACTICE 


DAUGHERTY, Allied Laboratories 
(Condensed) 


First among intravenous solutions common use 
may consider the anesthetics. Chloral hydrate does 
pretty good job, but sometimes the results are un- 
satisfactory. preferable agent chloral citrate, which 
gives quicker results and anesthesia short duration. 
However, upsets the calcium balance, and neces- 
sary keep calcium chloride handy case need. 

Barbiturates work well large animals although 
they are expensive. Giving 100 cc. 1000-lb. cow 
resulted complete anesthesia that did not last too 
long. the anesthetic choice for young calves 
and pigs. 

The tolerance small animals for barbiturates va- 
ries markedly. amount which will completely 
anesthetize one dog may merely make similar dog 
groggy. 

The use morphine sulfate intravenously has been 
largely discontinued, but perhaps its use should 
revived. remains the blood only about thirty 
minutes, yet cuts down the amount barbiturate 
needed and gives shorter anesthesia. also lessens 
the postanesthetic hysteria. 

Procaine commonly used intravenously human 
medicine and also cuts down the dose barbiturate 
needed. The use humans followed experimental 
work dogs, might worth trying veteri- 
nary practice. The human dose 100 
dilution 1:100 water, saline, dextrose. The 
barbiturate may added the solution. more 
likely toxic vitamin deficiency. Procaine has 
also worked well colic; mg. used 
about 2.5 per cent solution. 


Fluid Therapy 


ideal fluid would maintain normal blood pres- 
sure and water balance, and contain all necessary nu- 
triments without being antigenic allergenic. How- 
ever, such fluid has yet been discovered. 

Intravenous fluids large amounts given too ra- 
pidly may overload the vascular system. mild de- 
hydration preferable edema and soggy tissues. 
However, fluids must given with the sulfonamides. 


Protein Therapy 


Our knowledge protein therapy limited, es- 
pecially medication, but much work 
has been done dogs. Protein very essential. 
plays vital role the recovery many surgical cases, 
and especially indicated syndromes involving 
vomiting, diarrhea, fever. 


Blood Substitutes 


far, there substitute for blood. However, 
consoling learn from experiments human and 
veterinary medicine that refrigerated blood gives less 
shock than warm fresh blood. And 500 cc. blood 
given without shock more valuable than 2000 cc. 
with shock. Shock more likely occur the dog 
than large animals. 

The University Pennsylvania did some work 
this blood problem, using many substances. was 
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found that dog plasma caused shock had been 
stored over night, but not when fresh: the opposite 
the experience with whole blood. 

was also found that per cent gelatin and 
per cent albumin were not good was plasma from 
animal given heparin before bleeding. The use 
gelatin will confined emergency cases, 
antigenic and not nutrient enough for routine use. 

Saline has transitory effect, and upsets the salt 
balance. Proteins are not much good for maintaining 
blood pressure. Acacia will remain the blood for 
some time, but also antigenic. 

Fat has been given intravenously provide nourish- 
ment, the form highly refined coconut oil. 
per cent emulsion with saline and dextrose appar- 
ently caused irritation. was utilized more rapidly 
and efficiently when thiamin was included the solu- 
tion. Convalescence was shortened. 

Pectin probably good any available product 
for shock from surgery injury. eliminated 
about hours. 

Dextrose 

Although per cent dextrose physiological 
tonicity, per cent usually used large-animal 
practice. This eliminated very rapidly, beginning 
even before the injection ceases. may also cause 
kidney irritation, and the rationale using this con- 
centration may need reconsideration. might get 
better results from lower percentage. 

acetonemia, customary give 1000 cc. the 
per cent solution, and carbohydrates simultaneously 
stomach tube. Nephritis often follows refractory 
cases, and might wonder result irrita- 
tion too high concentration dextrose. One 
might get better results with the per cent solution. 


Sodium Citrate 


When given just before the operation, sodium cit- 
rate will hasten the clotting the blood: there- 
fore-useful extensive operations. has also been 
recommended for lead poisoning. 


Calcium 


has been shown that 500 cc. per cent cal- 
cium solution given normal cows can cause death 
from calcium poisoning. The phosphorus level fell 
the calcium rose the blood. However, after parturi- 
tion the phosphorus level increased along with the 
calcium. The effect transitory. 

The amount calcium actually needed restore 
the balance very small. The level raised from 
mg. per 100 cc., that is, from milk-fever level 
normal level, little 1.8 Gm. Yet 500 cc. 
per cent solution contains Gm. The loss 
faster the percentage rises, which may have bear- 
ing. 

lower percentage less irritating, and probably 
the ideal concentration would low enough 
mit subcutaneous administration.

San Luis Obispo, January 5-7 


The California association held its regular mid- 
winter meeting the California Polytechnic Institute 
January 5-7. innovation well received was the 
scheduling concurrent sections small-animal and 
large-animal practice, permitting the presentation 
much more material than would otherwise have been 
possible.

Dr. Kuttler the BAI Tuberculosis Eradica- 
tion Division spoke developments the programs 
for tuberculosis and brucellosis eradication the 
United States, and Dr. Carr our state agricul- 
ture department explained the California brucellosis 
vaccination law, recently passed. 

California’s Assistant Attorney General, 
Bower, talked veterinary jurisprudence, remarking 
that California veterinarians are not litigous group, 
since veterinary case has ever reached the appellate 
supreme courts here. 

Dr. Peoples, U.C., Davis, spoke interestingly 
the doping race horses and the detection such 
frauds. 

Dr. Seidentopf Fromm Laboratories de- 
scribed fox encephalitis, and its differentiation from 
canine distemper. The disease tends run more 
acute course, and the virus endotheliotropic rather 
than epitheliotropic, causing intranuclear instead 
cytoplasmic inclusion bodies. 

Dr. Daugherty Allied Laboratories spoke 
intravenous medication, discussing both anesthetics 
and modern fluid and protein therapy. 

Cataract animals was discussed Dr. 
Ravin, San Diego ophthalmologist, and the operation 
described with the aid motion pictures. 

Dr. Steele, Public Health Veterinarian, 
spoke veterinary public health matters, with especial 
reference rabies control plans now being imple- 
mented, and the inspection meat and other food. 

broad range was covered Dr. Smith, 
Sioux City practitioner, his paper present-day 
methods small-animal therapy. Paraciticides and 
penicillin were among the remedies discussed, and the 
for repair diaphragmatic hernia and re- 
construction the patellar ligament were graphically 
illustrated. 

Reduction fractures external skeletal fixation, 
with methods avoiding undesirable sequelae, was the 
subject presented Dr. Riddell and Dr. 
McClure, Los Angeles practitioners. 

Dr. Jellison, parasitologist the Public

Sulfonamides 

Sulfas are used intravenously probably most often 
respiratory affections and foot rot.

California Agricultural Extension Activity 


1929—1948 


1929 

The Agricultural Extension Service the Univer- 
sity California appointed veterinarian its 
staff and assigned him the duty carrying 
Brucellosis control demonstrations. seemed desirable 
the time divide the veterinarian’s time and 
activity equally into and Projects Brucellosis 
Control. 

Project November 12, 1929, representatives 
the University California, the State Department 
Agriculture, and the California Dairy Council were 
the opinion that Del Norte County offered 
opportunity study Brucellosis control, volun- 
tary county area basis, that other California county 
could duplicate (A) because the disease was rampant 
here. (B) Because the limited number dairy cat- 
tle the county, (approximately 5,000 production 
owned approximately 145 people). (C) Because 
the county itself isolated from other dairy sections 
the state and divided natural barriers rivers 
and hills. 

the conclusion the first survey Del Norte 
County, serologically testing 3,760 head dairy 
cattle, the University laboratory found 16.2 per cent 
positive and 13.9 per cent were suspicious. 
Many this latter group later went positive. 

Project Demonstration herds were selected with- 
out regard percentage infection regard 
available equipment. They varied from most modest 
elaborate enterprises and provided variety ob- 
servations from those experiencing storms abortion 
and its sequelae, those the quiescent stages 
the disease. The educational value that would accrue 
given dairy district was the foremost thought 
the selection the demonstration herds and, 
initial test, they averaged per cent infection. 


1935 
Project Summary 

The disease program Del County, 
the conclusion the time limitation five years, 
proved not successful had been anticipated 
its initiation 1930. However, Del Norte County 
experiences annual rainfall inches per year, 
and many years excess this amount. With poor 
farm sanitation and inadequate segregation not 
surprising that some dairymen were unable control 
Brucellosis. Therefore, the more remarkable that 
dairymen qualified for State Disease-free 
Certificate that last year the 5-year program. 


1935 
Project Summary 
From the initiation the project until 1935, 
University demonstration herds received State 
Certificates, evidencing freedom from 
Brucellosis. Herds qualifying for the certificate had 


free from the evidence the disease for one 
calendar year. 

Between September 1929 and December 1935, only 
University demonstration herds were dropped since 
the initiation the Project. They follow: 

Eight herds through disposal 

Four herds were transferred the Bureau 
Animal Industry vaccination project 

Two herds through noncompliance 

One herd was transferred project the Expe- 
riment Station the University California 

This year marked the initiation additional 
herds vaccinating with Bureau Animal 
Industry Culture cooperation with the Division 
Veterinary Science. Herds where the disease was 
quiescent naturally had more encouraging expe- 
riences compared those herds experiencing 
storms abortion. 

The control disease the demonstration 
herds was successful. This may attributed the 
fact that the cooperators were carefully selected, 
understood the program before subscribing it, and 
had economic interest controlling the disease. 


1940 

the first ten years the University Brucellosis 
Project, 108,327 blood samples were submitted 
University and State Department Agriculture 
laboratories for Brucellosis determination for State 
Certificates. This was the year the Brucellosis Program 
jelled. That fiscal year five demonstration herds 
qualified for State Certificates, herds the Point 
Arena area Mendocino County qualified for State 
Certificates freedom from the evidence Brucel- 
losis their herds; while addition herds 
Potter Valley qualified for State Certificates making 
total herds for the year. addition, 
cooperators the Redding Milk Shed tested 1,884 
dairy cattle, making total for the year 6,244 cattle 
bled for Brucellosis determination, and 1,148 calves 
vaccinated with Strain 19. 

California had just completed gigantic task 
the tuberculosis cleanup, yet time during those 
strenuous years did the Extension Service 
tracked its Brucellosis Project spite of, times, 
discouraging indifference high places.

This factor more important than many people 
realize and, having veterinarian the work, 
the dairyman was more assured that the job had been 
done properly. organization and mass vaccination 
the cost was brought well within the means all 
dairymen. 

While the investigational work dated back 1933, 
Strain had only recently been commercially avail- 
able. calfhood project with Strain volun- 
tary county-level basis, was successfully inaugurated 
Kings County, followed Colusa, Imperial, So- 
lano, Yolo, Tehama, Yuba, Sutter, and Kern 
counties. 

Total cattle bled during the year was 2,455, and 
8,539 calves were vaccinated with Strain 
cooperating counties. 


1942 

May 21, 1942, formal University project entitled 
“Calfhood Vaccination for Brucellosis Control with 
Culture was approved the Director Agri- 
cultural Extension, Head the Division Vet- 
Science, and the Extension Specialist Vet- 
erinary Science. 

The County Area Voluntary Calfhood Vaccination 
Program, with Culture 19, increased from coop- 
erating counties, during the first months 
after inauguration. The year witnessed 18,490 calves 
vaccinated and 699 cattle bled for Brucellosis 
control. 


1943 

This was the year California produced per cent 
the entire food supply the nation. 

The Agricultural Extension Service found testing 
unselected beef herds, consisting 1,360 beef 
cattle, that 5.4 per cent reacted positive the agglu- 
tination test. 

Monterey County testing 1,194 beef cattle, 
per cent reacted positive. 

Shasta County testing herds, per cent 
were positive. 

Merced County testing 2,124 head beef 

cattle, 10.3 per cent were positive. 
Thus would appear our beef herds are about 
8.5 per cent infected, based the agglutination tests 
conducted the University California Laboratory 
Berkeley. 

The Extension Service consequently made available 
formal Calfhood Vaccination Project for Brucellosis 
Control with Culture for beef cattlemen. 

this time total cattle bled the old program for 
Brucellosis determination hac decreased 363. 
the other hand, calves vaccinated cooperation with 
veterinarians reached over 18,000 for the second 
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The year Calfhood Vaccination with Strain was 
accepted the livestock industry. 

While tables indicate that 5,435 less calves were 
vaccinated this year than 1943, the cooperative 
project with practicing veterinarians, this may 
accounted for the fact that several the counties 
had completed the Calfhood Vaccination Project. 
While still other counties the discrepancy between 
the number calves vaccinated the Brucellosis 
Project compared with the total number vaccinated, 
emphasizes the results our educational program. 
other words, appears that the livestock people 
California were vaccinating calves with Strain 
routine procedure. cite one example from 
many: 

Los Angeles County number meetings were 
held Brucellosis. Approximately 125 pro- 
ducers were influenced vaccinate their calves and 
approximately 3,500 calves were vaccinated the 
county; while only about 400 calves were vaccinated 
the formal cooperative project. 

Total cattle bled for Brucellosis determination for 
the year was 528 and the total number calves 
vaccinated the cooperative project was 12,604. 


1945 


The Agricultural Extension Service announced its 
withdrawal from the Calfhood Vaccination Project 
with Strain order that might spend more 
time mastitis and parasite control our food pro- 
ducing animals. 

the behest the Dairy Department the Cali- 
fornia Farm Bureau and the California State Brucella 
Committee, carried our Calfhood Vaccination 
Project far beyond the time originally intended (to 
vaccinate calves county three times 6-month 
intervals). But, because contributed the Gov- 
ernment request for increasing production the 
exigencies the war, carried on. 

The Brucellosis Project the Agricultural Exten- 
sion Service proved very worthwhile under- 
taking, and undoubtedly helped materially the 
number calves saved, and the total available supply 
milk products during the war years. 

cite few outstanding examples the work 
carried under the supervision the Agricultural 
Extension Service: Modoc reported per 
cent all heifer calves were immunized with Strain 
for Brucellosis Control. They further report that 
calf crops certain herds increased from 
per cent, due the use Strain vaccine. 

Lassen County reported have vacci- 
nated 3,500 calves during the current year. 

Tehama County reported that some 
all calves the county were vaccinated with Strain 
19. During the current year, they had approximately 
285 cooperating dairymen who vaccinated 1,550 head 
calves. 

Siskiyou County reported that vaccination for the 
control Brucellosis has become regular practice 
both dairy and beef herds. The following coun- 
ties similar reports: Colusa, Kern, San Luis 
Obispo, Imperial, San Joaquin, Santa Barbara and 
Tulare. 


Total calves vaccinated for the control Brucel- 
losis, over the five-year period, reported farm 
advisors three counties follow:

Eleven counties, not mentioned previously, reported 
that total 8,574 calves were vaccinated during 
this year under Agricultural Extension Service co- 
operation. 


may conservatively estimated that over 65,000 
calves were vaccinated while the Agricultural Exten- 
sion Service was actively engaged the educational 
program the Calfhood Vaccination with Strain 19. 

August 30, 1945, the Division Animal In- 
dustry the State Department Agriculture an- 
nounced the availability voluntary calfhood vac- 
cination program cooperation with the 
Bureau Animal Industry using Strain and re- 
testing the vaccine before its use the field, was 
done under the Calfhood Vaccination Project the 
Agricultural Extension Service. 


The University, cooperation with the Division 
Animal Industry and the Bureau Animal 
Industry, turned over rapidly possible all co- 
operating counties the State-Federal Plan. 

Twenty-one meetings were held thirteen coun- 
ties announcing the conclusion the University Pro- 
gram and recommending that the livestock industry 
avail themselves the advantages cooperating 
the State Voluntary Brucellosis Calfhood Vaccina- 
tion Program. 


1947 


Witnesses the Culmination years educa- 
tional and demonstrational field activity cooperative- 
carried between research worker and field man; 
veterinarian and farm advisor; producer and distribu- 
tor; organizational activity and political acquiesence; 
all provide for the betterment our herds and our 
health. 


Thus Act Provide for the Control Brucel- 
losis Dairy Cattle, and making appropriations there- 
fore was approved the Governor July 17, 1947, 
become effective January 1948.

The late Dr. Green described distemper-like dis- 
ease dogs, caused virus which named “fox 


encephalitis.” This disease appears much 


Carré, and work done there the head the veteri- 
nary division has confirmed many the results ob- 
tained Fromm Laboratories including the usefulness 
the complement fixation test for diagnosis. 

This fox encephalitis virus distinct from 
virus. Fox encephalitis grows only 
tissues, while distemper grows only epithelial tissues 
and those derived from epithelium. Therefore, one 
looks for inclusion bodies the epithelium trachea 
and bladder distemper cases, but the endothelium 
the blood vessels fox encephalitis. Another dif- 
ference that the inclusion bodies distemper are 
cytoplasmic, while those fox encephalitis are always 
intranuclear. They typically force the chromatin 
marginal position. 

There cross immunity between these two dis- 
eases, and this may used method differen- 
tiation. Distemper always fatal ferrets, while fox 
encephalitis has effect them. For isolation, the 
virus injected into the anterior chamber the eye 
the fox dog. 

Symptoms 

The experimental production disease may cause 
different symptoms from those seen the field. Ex- 
perimentally, fox encephalitis ‘invariably causes rise 
temperature the fourth sixth day, higher than 
usual distemper: 105-106 The temperature 
usually remains up, and the disease much more rapid 
its course than distemper. 

distemper, the dog has fever for four five 
days and then drops back normal until the tenth 
fourteenth day, when the purulent discharge appears. 
The purulent discharge, common distemper, 
seems rarely occur fox encephalitis, and only 
lingering cases. 

Experimentally, dogs with fox encephalitis may have 
convulsions and die within seven days. Veterinarians 
say that their patients may linger long twenty 
days before neurological symptoms appear, but experi- 
mentally this effect produced only dosages 
almost minimum infectivity. Apparently, the smalle 
the dose the longer the incubation. 

After the rise temperature, per cent 
dogs with fox encephalitis will develop neurological 
symptoms, and these invariably die. The rest usually 
recover. Symptoms vary from mere twitchings the 
mouth convulsions. Salivation characteristic, and 
may cause drooling and champing the jaws. 

the early stages, immune serum may bring about 
recovery. However, the nervous damage has been 
done, chorea may expected sequel. 

possible that chorea does not follow infection 
with virus unless there has been dietary in- 
sufficiency, which course likely view the 
characteristic fox encephalitis that 
they stay feed and usually good flesh.

Chorea not entity, but result damage that 
may caused various agents. Nothing can 
isolated from patient with chorea; cannot re- 
produced even massive injections. The changes seem 
more commonly found the spinal cord than 
the brain. 

“Fox encephalitis” not true encephalitis; does 
not attack nerve cells. The virus grows the endo- 
thelium the blood vessels, weakening them the 
point rupture and thus causing irreparable damage. 

Attempts have been made modify the fox en- 
cephalitis virus through raccoon passage, but the 
fiftieth passage still causes symptoms about 
per cent dogs injected. has also been passed 
through other animals, such the grey fox, bear, etc., 
but with similarly disappointing results. 


Distribution 


Fox encephalitis seems very prevalent some south- 
ern states such Florida, Georgia, Texas and Ala- 
bama, where has been definitely diagnosed. also 
occurs the Eastern states. Cornell University has 
diagnosed the clinic and has been diagnosed also 
Michigan. the west has been found Wash- 
ington and Oregon. has been found California 
foxes, but has not far been diagnosed dogs. 

When specimens are received 
tories, complete microscopic examination made 
possible. Dogs and ferrets are injected; also mice, 
rule out lymphocytic choriomeningitis, and guinea pigs 
detect tularemia. most cases the diagnosis has 
but increasing number have fox 
encephalitis. Lymphocytic choriomeningitis has been 
found several dogs, but none have been found that 
died tularemia.

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THE RELATION ANIMAL AND FOOD SANITATION 
THE PUBLIC HEALTH THE COMMUNITY

Veterinary public health responsible for the con- 
trol animal diseases transmissible man. Control 
exercised two ways, one the control the 
disease the animal and second the inspection 
processing food products animal origin. These 
disease control functions cannot operate successfully 
vacuum independent the public health team but 
must integrated into the public health program. 

There are more than diseases found animals 
under natural conditions which are transmissible 
man. And there still vast field animal virus and 
rickettsial diseases that have barely begun in- 
vestigate their public health significance. There 
are other communicable animals which have 
declined with the development eradication and con- 
trol methods. Animal diseases which man has been 
able eradicate the United States include 
bovine tuberculosis, glanders, foot and mouth disease 
and psittacosis. accomplish this, various types 
attack methods were used but the two most successful 
methods attack have been the destruction ill 
reactor animals, and quarantine both foreign and do- 
mestic. these can add immunization although 
has not been successful eradicating any animal dis- 
ease, some cases the control diseases. 

The animal diseases with important public health 
implications today include rabies, brucellosis, anthrax, 
tapeworm, salmonellosis, trichinosis, typhus, plague, 
ornithosis, fungous diseases, tularamia, leptospirosis, 
spotted fever, fever, and the encephalitides. Other 
diseases like swine erysipelas, listerellosis, endemic re- 
lapsing fever may flare over night. 

Rabies 

The geographical distribution these diseases makes 
some more important certain areas and others incon- 
sequential present day problems. Rabies ex- 
cellent example such disease. Rabies very 
important public health and economic problem 
Southeastern United States but the Northwestern 
Rabies one the most pressing public health animal 
disease problems have today, and fortunately one 
which have sufficient knowledge how con- 
trol and eventually eradicate. cooperative program 
set between the Federal agencies concerned 
with rabies spearhead eradication program. 

1946 there was more animal rabies reported than 
any previous year. The total was 10,872 confirmed 
laboratory estimated that the true incidence 
animals may have been ten-fold. 1946, 475,000 
people were bitten dogs which almost 30,000 
received anti-rabies vaccine. Some small communities 
which supply human anti-rabies vaccine spent more 
money for this vaccine than they did for any other one 
public health activity. The cost allowing rabies 
estimated cost state and local governments be- 
tween four and five million dollars annually which 
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Communicable Disease Center, Public Health Service

There reason that any community state 
should continue face this problem year after year. 
eradication program consists three basic proce- 
dures. The first the removal all stray dogs from 
the area, both urban and rural. Second the immuni- 
zation all dogs and animal pets that the 
community and third the reduction wild animal 
reservoirs they are important the maintenance 
the disease. This latter function responsibility 
the State Conservation Service cases the 
Fish and Wildlife Service will assist wild ani- 
mal control. 

not thought that rabies vaccination should 
made compulsory law, but believed should 
made available cheaply possible cost 
the animal owner. The objective vaccinate 
per cent the dogs. Such immunized popula- 
tion will not able support rabies epidemic. 


Trichinosis 


Garbage feeding the cause most trichinosis but 
commercially only practiced close large cities 
where garbage available. Stopping all garbage feed- 
ing would reduce the incidence trichinosis short 
time and also cut down salmonella infections that 
may carried man. Garbage feeding also maintains 
large, virile rat populations. 

Taenia saginata 


Man also infects animals, the western states 
where Taenia saginata infection found migratory 
agricultural workers Mexican origin. these 
workers are not given sanitary facilites, they have only 
fields and irrigation ditches available. some areas 
the southwest many 10% slaughtered cattle 
have cysticercus bovis infection. The same principles 
apply salmonella infections man. 

The control other diseases will require more in- 
vestigation determine what animals are 
Animal morbidity and mortality statistics would 
great value the public health staff, such informa- 
tion would give many clues unanswered problems. 
Another way finding such information would 
supply laboratory service and consultation veterinary 
practitioners with infectious disease problems. 
example, such laboratory service, which offered 
the local health department, would invaluable 
assistance the veterinarian and community deter- 
mining the caues infectious mastitis. The health 
department would know the mastitis was infectious 
man and the veterinarian would know what bacteria 
had contend with.
